| General Feng’s School of Theology 

| HERE is food for thought and prayer 

| T in a statement, published last fall by the 
Churchman, from the Rev. J. W. Nichols, of

General Feng Yu-hsiang, so often referred 
to in the newspapers as the ‘Christian general” 
of China, made the following announcement 
fast August:

SCHOOL 

1. Purpose—To estab- 
lish an indigenous church 
in China; to put into 
practice Christian sacrifice; to inculcate the earnest 
and frugal principles of our Ancients; to nourish 
character and to further the Gospel in the North- 
western Army. 

2. Curriculum—The Bible, Theology, Church His- 
tory, Homiletics, the Chinese Classics, the Philosophy 
of Lau-ts Muh-ts, Chinese History, History of Chi- 
nese Ethics, English, Psychology, General Military 
Knowledge, Nursing, a selected handicraft, Chinese 
Boxing. 

3. Fees—Food, lodging and uniforms, will be sup- 
plied by the school. Food and clothing, however, will 
be very simple and discipline strict, as befits men train- 
ing for religious work in the army. 

4, Length of cowrse—Half a year will be given toa 
preparatory course and half a year to the regular 
course. Those completing these will receive a diploma. 

5. Requirements for admission—(1) Candidates for 
the school must be baptized and acquainted with the 
elements of the Bible. (2) Their character must be 
guaranteed by one pastor and one layman. (3) They 
must be middle school graduates. (4) Of good health. 
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(5) Over 19 years of age. (6) Able to bear hardship. 
The lack of any of these will disqualify. 

6. Graduates will be appointed immediately as army 
preachers on salary. Men who make a good record 
for two years will be appointed assistant pastors, and 
after two years more full pastors. 

7. The school will open at Kalgan, Nov. 1, 1925. 

Information has not reached us as to whether 
the school has been opened, under the constant 
changes that have been taking place and are 
still occurring, and in view of General Feng’s 
reported withdrawal from active service. But 
the document is worthy of a place in these 
columns. It indicates something of the reality 
of General Feng’s Christian life and purpose. 
Its emphasis on frugal living and strict disci- 
pline, and its bold effort to develop a Christian 
ministry on independent and indigenous lines 
are full of promise. 


A Large Order from a General 


HE Rev. Carleton Lacy, Secretary of 
our China Agency, in a letter of Decem- 
ber 12, writes :— 


One of the biggest things in our history has just 
occurred. We have received from General Chang Tze-

Kiang an order for 2,000 Bibles and 6,000 Testaments. 
He has sent a personally inscribed preface or presen- 
tation statement, which is to be inserted inside the 
cover. These Bibles are in full leather gilt and half 
leather gilt, and 1,000 of the Testaments will be also 
in full leather gilt. These are for presentation to his 
officers and guests. 

When Mr. Mellen, of Mexico, was visiting 
China, Mr. Lacy and Mr. Mellen were enter- 
tained in General Chang’s headquarters at 
Tungchow, as reported in the Brste Society 
Recorp of September, 1924. Since then with 
the political changes in the North, General 
Chang has risen to the position of “Tupan” at 
Chahar. The Chinese papers intimate that he 
is slated to be “Tupan” of the Chihli Province. 
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Mr. Lacy expects that the books will be ready 
before the Chinese New Year. General Chang 
is General Feng’s righthand man or at least 
one of his righthand men. 

The purchase by General Chang is the more 
significant in view of the announced antifor- 
eign and anti-Christian sentiment in China 
today. It indicates that Chinese opposition is 
not against the Bible. 


Attacks on Christianity 

HE Chinese Recorder has been investi- 

gating the articles in Chinese newspapers 
attacking Christianity in connection with the 
recent antiforeign movement. It classifies the 
articles, up to the end of February, 1925, with 
reference to the aspects of our religion to which 
the writers object. The showing is instructive, 
particularly the fact that only one article has 
appeared against Jesus Christ, and only one 
against the Bible.

A Sea Pirate Went to Fuchau

ies years or more ago an old sea pirate 

- from the island of Nang Cih went to Fu- 
chau on a raid. 

While in Fuchau, he came in contact with 
one of the Methodist missions and became con- 
verted. He returned to his home a changed 
man, and told his family that he was through 
with pirating, opium smoking, and those things 
which he knew outlawed him from society. His 
family became Christian. They were the first 
Christians in all this region. His son was the 
first district superintendent in the Hinghwa 
Conference of the Methodist Church, thirty-five 
years ago. 

For the past three or four years, Mr. Carle- 
ton Lacy, of the American Bible Society in 
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Shanghai, has been on the lookout for a man 
whose ability and qualifications would meet the 
demands of a Chinese assistant. This was a 
difficult problem, owing to the fact of the many 
Chinese dialects. Finally he chose a man from 
the Hinghwa Conference, Mr. Lin Tien-Ho. 
Mr. Lin is the grandson of the old sea pirate of 
Nang Cih! 

After graduating from the Peking Univer- 
sity, Mr. Lin preached, until he was appointed 
vice-principal of our high school. Under his 
leadership, the high school increased its enroll- 
ment from about one hundred to over five 
hundred students. During his régime, a new 
thirty-thousand-dollar high-school building was 
built, equipped, and put into use. 

Mr. Lin’s ability in the use of the Chinese 
dialects is indeed marvelous. He not only 
speaks the Hinghwa and Fuchau dialects, but 
also speaks many of the complicated Fukian 
dialects and both of the Mandarin dialects. 


A Generous and Important Gift 


N unusual event marked the last meeting 
of the Board of Managers. 

President Hyde, after the opening of the 
meeting, having an intimation of what was to 
follow, withdrew from the chair, which was 
taken by the senior member of the Board pres- 
ent, Mr. Winthrop M. Tuttle. General Secre- 
tary Haven referred to the portraits of past 
Presidents of the American Bible Society, 
which form such an impressive feature of the 
room of the Board of Managers, and which are 
always an object of special interest to visitors, 
and announced that Treasurer Darlington had 
something further to add. 

Treasurer Darlington spoke of the honor and 
advantage the American Bible Society had had 
from the services of the distinguished men 
whose portraits look down on the Board of 
Managers at its monthly meetings, and said 
that it was a personal inspiration and great 
honor to him to be associated with the work 
that had had their interest and support. He 
felt the honor and value also of being associated 
with the more recent Presidents of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society. For some time the thought 
had been with him that it would be most ap- 
propriate to have their portraits also in the 
hall of the Board of Managers. A way had 
opened during the past year for obtaining these 
portraits. A portrait painter, Jassa Salganik, 
who had a studio in the Bible House, and 
whose work had been receiving favorable at- 
tention, had been afforded opportunity to get 
sittings from President Emeritus Wood and 


from President Hyde, and had also had the 
advantage of the suggestions and criticisms of 
the family and friends of former President 
Churchill H. Cutting. The portraits which re- 
sulted, and which had been seen by members 
of the Board and their friends, were considered 
unusually lifelike and acceptable. On behalf 
of a friend of the Society, he had the pleasure 
of presenting the three portraits to the Board. 

In moving the acceptance of the portraits, 
Mr. Paul R. Towne paid tribute to the past 
and more recent Presidents of the Society, and 
proposed that the thanks of the Board be ex- 
tended to the friend who had presented the 
portraits. The motion was carried unani- 
mously. 

Mr. Hollingsworth Wood, who was present, 
asked the privilege of expressing, for himself 
and family, deep appreciation of this tribute to 
his father, and their pleasure in the success of 
the artist in obtaining such a lifelike portrait 
not only of Mr. Wood, but also of Mr. Cutting 
and Mr. Hyde. Miss Elisabeth Cutting, who 
is a member of the Board of Managers, also 
expressed her great pleasure in the success of 
the artist and in the honor done her father. 

President Hyde, on resuming the chair, spoke 
highly of the service and devotion of both Mr. 
Wood and Mr. Cutting in the work of the 
American Bible Society, and of his apprecia- 
tion of the honor done himself by the inclusion 
of his portrait among those to be hung in the 
room of the Board of Managers. 

The portraits have been hung and may be 
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seen at any time in the room of the Board. 


[As the Recorp goes to press, his colleagues have 
succeeded in persuading Mr. Darlington to allow 
the announcement that he himself is the “friend of 
the Society” who has given these three portraits. 

We have pleasure also in announcing that Mr. Paul 
R. Towne has expressed his intention to present an 
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oil portrait of Judge Enoch L. Fancher, the eleventh 
President of the Society, from 1885 to 1900. Both 
President Hyde and Mr. Towne began their legal 
careers in Judge Fancher’s office. Mr. Towne is now 
senior member of the law firm which Judge Fancher 
then headed, being the third head of that firm, in 
direct succession, to serve the Society as its legal 
counsel and as a member of the Board.—Ed.] 


Two Proposed Amendments to the Federal 
Constitution of Brazil Defeated

SHORT time ago a series of amendments 

to the Federal Constitution was proposed 

in Congress. One was a simple declaration that 

Roman Catholicism is the religion of almost 

the entire population of Brazil; another was a 

provision authorizing the giving of religious 
instruction in the public schools. 

As soon as the Congressional committee be- 
gan work on the amendments, public interest 
was aroused and discussion opened up through 
the press. The issue immediately focussed at- 
tention and conversation on religion, religious 
liberty, and the principle of complete separa- 
tion of church and state. 

Advocates of the two measures referred to 
were active and voluminous by letter and wire 
in their pleas in favor ; opponents were not less 
so in their protests and arguments against. We 
have been told that, when the representations 
and telegrams from Protestant groups and in- 
dividuals accumulated, they made a profound 
impression on the members of Congress and 
those actively at work to secure the passage of 
the two amendments. One result was a revela- 
tion of the strength of Protestantism in this 
country. 

Certain liberal elements—positivists, spiri- 
tualists, theosophists and others—swelled the 
ranks of protest, and, when the vote was cast, 
the first of the two amendments was lost. 

Opinions unfavorable to the provision for 
religious instruction in the public schools con- 
tinued to pour in; the proponent of the meas- 
ure and some of his intimate ardent supporters 
sought to withdraw the bill, apparently to 
avoid discussion and defeat in Congress. This 
proposed amendment was likewise voted down. 

The situation was somewhat delicate and 
dangerous. The Protestants recognized that 
religious instruction should not be divorced 
from public education. They felt fully per- 
suaded, however, that the two amendments, 
though appearing in different parts of the Con- 
stitution, constituted a jesuitical move to foster 
upon public education the Roman Catholic 


teaching of religion. The discussion was one in 
which foreign missionaries, of course, should 
refrain from taking part. The Protestant na- 
tionals took the risk of being charged with 
un-Christian beliefs and principles. The situa- 
tion in Brazil presents a striking contrast to 
what is taking place in the United States, where 
an increasing number of Protestant Christians 
are pleading for the right or privilege of read- 
ing and teaching the Bible in the public schools, 
and the Roman Catholics tenaciously oppose 
the movement. 

The public press generally avoids saying 
anything that may arouse opposition from the 
Roman Catholic Church. However, in the pres- 
ent instance, communications and telegrams on 
the subject were published, and editorial com- 
ments were not lacking. Thus wide publicity 
was given to the subject and to the situation. 
Certain effects of the agitation began at once to 
appear. One was awakened interest in, and a 
larger number of inquiries for, Bibles. Pastors 
and other Christian workers called for supplies 
to have on hand at their churches to meet the 
demands; a Y. M. C. A. secretary came into 
our Bible store and asked for a supply of Scrip- 
tures to have on hand to meet the number of 
requests that were coming in for Bibles as a 
result of the religious discussion going on. 

A prominent Brazilian layman proposed at 
the National Sunday-school Convention re- 
cently in session that a special committee be 
appointed to work out a plan to interest all the 
Sunday schools in active efforts to circulate the 


Scriptures, in view of the awakened interest in 


the religious question. 

The occasion emphasized the advantages and 
need of closer fellowship and cooperation 
among the denominational forces in Brazil; 
especially when there is a demand or opportu- 
nity for Protestant Christianity to manifest its 
strength, exert its influence, and impress the 
public mind. 

In some places the attitude of those opposing 
the measure provoked active persecution. A 
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Brazilian Presbyterian preacher and two other 
men were arrested and impriscred, aid the 
case was brought into the courts. They were 
finally exonerated, but only after suffering an- 
noyance for several weeks. 

The extension of evangelical Christian activ- 
ity in Brazil, through preaching by foreign 
missionaries and nationals, the wide circulation 
of the Bible in the language of the people, 
schools, literature and certain forms of social 
service, is becoming more and more a recog- 
nized factor in the very noticeable intellectual, 
social, and spiritual awakening of today. 

A glance at the daily papers for a few weeks 
will impress the reader with the real force of 
the intellectual awakening that is spreading 
throughout the country. Federal, state, and 
municipal governments, and private initiative 
of religious organizations, social groups and 
others are actively at work to combat illiteracy, 
multiply centers and means of instruction, and 
popularize education. The Brazilian League 
for National Defense, at a recent meeting in 
Rio, set forth a plan and an appeal for volun- 
tary service to teach illiterate adults. 

One of the largest and most populous states 
of the Republic has just adopted a measure and 
made financial provision for itinerant schools. 
Teachers will be employed to go from commu- 
nity to community, gather together the illiter- 
ate, and remain sufficient time to teach them to 
read. These are but a few of the many ways 
in which interest in popular education is find- 
ing expression. 
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The educational efforts, programs and insti- 
tutions of the evangelical missions, and the ap- 
peal to a book that all men should read and 
examine as a source of authority in matters of 
religion, are contributing to the educational 
awakening in a degree that cannot be estimated 
by numbers. 

The evidences of awakened interest in re- 
ligion are apparent. Pastors and evangelists 
report good attendance at the regular and 
special services; the Sunday schools are pros- 
perous; many invitations come to preach the 
gospel in communities where there is no estab- 
lished Protestant work. Colporteurs and Chris- 
tian workers are selling more copies of the 
Scriptures than ever before. 

The presidential candidate for the next term 
of office read his campaign platform, a few 
days ago, at a great banquet given by his 
friends. He announced frankly that he de- 
cidedly approves of the principle of the com- 
plete separation of church and state, which is 
now constitutional ; that he believes the present 
status should be maintained for two reasons: 
first, the church has prospered under this new 
régime as never before; and second, that he 
believes equality, liberty of thought, and free- 
dom of action for other forces contribute to 
the development and progress of the country. 

This pronouncement has made a deep im- 
pression, and adherence to it will contribute 
greatly to enlargement of opportunity and of 
increased responsibility for the evangelical 
forces. 


Vignettes from the Central Agency

UGGESTIONS for Auxiliaries, women’s 

societies, churches, Young Men’s and 
Young Women’s Christian Associations, and 
other groups, are contained in the first two, 
and to individuals in the last, of three incidents 
which have come from our Central Agency, 
and which, surely, will be a source of interest 
and inspiration to those who read them. 

Who Else Will Do It? 

Not long since the Young Men’s Bible 
Society of Cincinnati, local auxiliary of the 
American Bible Society, conceived the idea of 
placing large charts of the Ten Commandments 
in the public schools of the county. Permis- 
sion was obtained from thirty-seven of the 
fifty-eight of the school boards of these village 
and rural schools. The offer was gladly and 
heartily accepted. Schools that had several 
rooms asked for one for each room. The “‘one- 
room’ schools, of course, asked for only one. 


These large muslin charts, printed in colors 
and with letters large enough to be seen all

over a large schoolroom, were purchased from 
the American Sunday-school Union in Phila-

delphia, and were placed in eighty-one rooms 
of these thirty-seven schools. 

The Young Men’s Bible Society feels that 
in this work they rendered the whole commu- 
nity a service. It is not intended that these 
commandments should be taught, but simply 
placed where the young boys and girls can 
read them. However, that they are being 
taught, letters, expressing appreciation of the 
gift, from some of the members of these 
school boards, will testify. They are asking 
for more. We feel that, in view of the fact 
that in a certain high school of 1,985 scholars 
only about four hundred knew anything at all 
of the Ten Commandments, it would do no 
harm to place copies of this basic law of our 
land in a conspicuous place, where the grow- 
ing boys and girls will at least become familiar 
with the language. The above-mentioned high 
school was not in Cincinnati, Ohio. 

This Young Men’s Bible Society of Cin- 
cinnati is unique in two respects: first, that it 
had for its first president the Hon. Salmon P. 
Chase, and for one of its founders the famous 
Lyman Beecher; and, second, that it has for 
its present president another Cincinnati attor- 
ney, the Hon. Edward Payson Bradstreet, now 
in his ninety-sixth year, but who attends all the 
board meetings and gives all an example of 
untiring zeal in the work of Bible distribution. 


“TI Was in Prison” 


OME TIME ago a request came to the 
office of the Central Agency in Cincinnati 

for one hundred Bibles for a Men’s Bible Class 
in the Tennessee state penitentiary at Nashville. 
We were up to the limit of our donation 
funds, and yet it was an unpleasant duty to re- 
fuse this request. Just about the same time, a 
request came from the ministers of Clarksville, 
Tennessee, for literature on Tyndale’s transla- 
tion of the Bible. The pastor who wrote the 
letter stated that the churches were holding 
union services through the summer and had set 
apart one week as Bible week, and at that time 
he was to preach on the work of Tyndale and 
the blessing it had been to the world. The lit- 
erature was sent, with the suggestion that at 
that time the people be asked for a special 
offering for these one hundred Bibles for these 
unfortunate men in their own state peniten- 
tiary. They responded gladly to the suggestion, 
and when the time came, the sermon was 
preached, the offering was taken, the money 
was sent, and soon the one hundred Bibles 
were on their way to Nashville. On the inside 
of the cover was pasted a small label stating 
who the real donors were, and conveying to the 
men in prison a sympathetic message from the 
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Christian people in Clarksville. Soon there 
came a letter from the Salvation Army officer 
in Nashville, who had made the request in the 
first place, expressing his own appreciation ot 
the gift and that of the men of the Bible Class. 

I carinot say who felt the happiest over this 
simple solution of a difficult problem—the men 
in jail, the Salvation Army, the good people in 
Clarksville, or the Secretary of the Central 
Agency in Cincinnati. Suffice it to say that he 
had a good share of it. 


Seed by the Wayside 


OT all the seed that falls by the wayside’ 
is lost. 

It was our custom, last summer, here in the 
Central Agency, to send our colporteur occa- 
sionally through the city parks and give the 
“free” Gospels to men who were basking in the 
sun, or cooling off in the shade, and in the 
meantime discussing and settling the affairs of 
the nation. On the outside cover page we had 
stamped the words: “Presented by the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, 424 Elm St., Cincinnati.” 

One day, just after we had made one of 
these periodical distributions, a rough-looking 
man walked into the depository and addressing 
the Secretary said: “Do you give away them 
little books ?’’ ‘““What books?” I said, for I was 
a little mystified. ‘““Why, them little books that 
man was giving away on Fountain Square.” 

“Oh yes,” I said, “we give them away.” 
“Well, it’s a good work ye’re doin’. Would ye 
give me one?” “Certainly,” I said; “which one 
do you want?” “Well, one like that man was 
giving away. I was walking along the street 
over there, and I saw a little book lyin’ on the 
sidewalk ; I picked it up and a man hollered at 
me and said: ‘Here, that’s mine. I dropped 
that.’ “Take it,’ I said; ‘I guess you need it.’ ” 

“Do you want the Gospel of John?” I asked 
him. “I do’no. What is that? Is it the same 
that man was givin’ away?” “Yes,” I replied; 
“but there are three others.” ‘‘Is the readin’ 
in them just like it is in this one?” he inquired. 
So I had to proceed to give this man a few 
Bible lessons. “Will you give me all four of 
these?” “Certainly,” I answered. 

In a few days he was back again and asked 
for four more, and said he was giving them 
away to his friends. This kept up for several 
weeks. One day he spied a New Testament 
and said: “What’s that?” And I tried to ex- 
plain. “Is the readin’ in it the same as it is in 
these little books?” I gave another Bible les- 
son. 

“Will you give one of them to me?” he 
asked. “Certainly,” I said. “Give me some 
more of them little books too.” With another 
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supply of the Gospels he went out again. An- 
other day he was back for more of the “‘ittle 
books.” This time he spied a large book on 
the counter or shelves and said: “What’s that ?” 
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“Why, that’s a Bible.” “Is the readin’ in that 

the same as it is in the little books?” Then fol- 

lowed another Bible lesson. “Will you give me

The minutes of the ninth stated meeting of 
the Board of Managers were presented and 
approved. 

The death of the senior Vice-President of 
the Bible Society, Mr. Frank E. Spooner, of 
Illinois, was reported, and the President re- 
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quested to appoint a committee to prepare a 
memorial minute. 

Treasurer Darlington, on behalf of a friend 
of the Society, presented to the Society oil 
portraits of former Presidents James Wood 
and Churchill H. Cutting, and President Hyde, 
all painted by Jassa Salganik. 

On motion, the portraits were accepted by 
the Board with cordial thanks to the donor. 

The minutes of the various standing com- 
mittees were presented and approved. Resolu- 
tions recommended by these committees were 
adopted. 

The reports from the Home Agencies on the 
circulation of Scriptures in 1925 showed an in- 
crease of 250,000 volumes of Scripture over 
that of the previous year, all Agencies except 
two sharing in this increase. 

Authority was given to General Secretary 
Haven to forward customary grants ranging 
from $100 to $1,500 to Bible Societies, Mis- 
sions, etc., in Europe, Asia, and Africa not 
covered by the Agencies of the Society, for 
the purchase and distribution of Scriptures. 

The Treasurer reported the following con- 
signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies 
during the month of January, 1926: Brazil, 
35,642 volumes, valued at $2,222.21; Carib- 
bean, 2,084 volumes, valued at $430.96; La 
Plata, 8,105 volumes, valued at $2,575.91; 
Mexico, 900 volumes, valued at $569.55; Up- 
per Andes, 102 volumes, valued at $21.79; 
West Indies, 9,079 volumes, valued at $475.19; 
total volumes, 55,912; total value, $6,295.61. 

The issues from the Bible House during the 
month of January were 472,561 volumes.
